Mr. Krites has accordingly pre-
pared rules aud regulations which will govern
the restoration of all such articles, and has just
ooncluded an examination of the articles on
deposit.  They are contained in two boxes and
cousist of glverware, jewelry, walches, por-
traits, ote. One of the boxes contained nearly
500 watehes, pold, silver and brass, and a nom-
ber of juck-Kuives, |m{:i;r-tlmn|.'n_ lelters, eole,
Those were mainly taken from prisoners of war
who died in bospitals around Washington,
Cape Lookoot and Elmira, and were doposited
im the Treasury by Gen. Ketcham, Some of
them, bowever, belonged to Union soldiers who
died during the war near the places designated.

More Folly st Niagara.

On Sunday W. J. Kendall, a Boston police-
man, sccomplished the feat of safely swimming
the whirlpool rapids below Nisgara Falls, At-
tempts in the past have cost the lives of Capt.
Webb and other famous swimmers, Kendall is
the first mau who ever swam through and
came out alive. Relating his experience he
said that when he reached the spot where Capt.
Webb is supposed to have lost his life the water
soemed to go from under him, and s huge wave
struck him on the head and shoulders, knock-
ing him senseless. He found his swimming
abilities of no uss whatever, and mnever ex-
pected to come out alive, When eutering the
whirlpool he was so benumbed and partly un-
conscious that he could not use a limb, and did
pot know what ho was doing, The current
took him right into the main eddy, and sucked
him down like a flash, keeping him under
fully 15 seconds. Upon reaching the under-
current he was shot out of the pool fally 50
feet from its center. When he reached the
surface of the water he bad partly regained
cousciousuness, and, knowing there was no time
to spare before be would be dashed down to the
lower rapids, he swam to the shore. While
landing he was so overcome that he again be-
came unconscions, and his assistants were fully
balf an hoar ocoupied in reviving him with
the aid of stimulants and by rubbing. When
ssked if be would ever make aaether trip he
most emphatically said, *Neo; there's not
enough money in the world to induce me to re-
Er.& this afternoon's experience ; & child would

ve the samo chauce to go through the rapids
and come out all right as an expert swimmer."

Now comes Adam Forepasngh, jr., and says
that on Sopt. 13 he will have his famous horse
Bloudin walk over a tight rope stretched from
shore Lo shore just bolow the falls. Mr. Fore-
pangh savs: “The idea is to stretch & two or
throo-inch steel eable ncross, either on the brink
of or a little bolow the falls. The wire will
have to be wrapped with colton cord, so that
Blondiu's rubber shoes will stick to it. Blondin
is a Morgan colt, Adam, jr., bonght near West
Chester, Pa., throe yvears ago. He was four
yoars old Iast Spring. e is 14} bands high, is
compuetly built, and weighs 500 pounds. Adam
began trmaining him at Philadelphin early last
Fall to walk the rope. At first the rope was
placed only two feos from the ground, but be-
fore the circus started out he could do a two
and a-hall-inch rope, 3) feet long and 20 from
the ground. He goes backward as well as for-
ward, and bas never vet had a fall. He has
no fear whatever of falling, and I don't think
there is any doubt but that he will go over the
falls all right on & still day. He wears a patent
rubber shoe, and is very carsful and surefooted.
It is casier for a horse to walk a rope than a
man, after he knows how, for he has more legs
to balance himsell with, Animals are not
credited with half the intelligence they pos-

THE SOLDIERS' ROLL

e, ——

Of the House, and How it is Protected
by Legislation.

——

To Tue Eprror: It appears from recent cor-
respondence in the dajly press that Doorkeeper
Donelson, of the Housa of Representatives, has
been contemplating a raid on the soldiers’ roll
| in consequonce of the absence of a provision in

the legislative bill of the next fiscal year to

refain or prevent the removal of messengers on
| said roll, aud hence it is optional with the
Doorkecper to retain them or not,

This is a mistake, which can readily be aseor-

in prior bills on this subject. The provision
incorporated in the legislativeappropriation bill
of the second session of the 4sth Congress ex-
pressly provides against any interference with
the soldiers’ roll in the absence of action by
the House,

t will readily be seen by a reference to said

bill since the organization of the soldiers’ roll.
All provisions in preceding logislative appro-
priation bills simply provided for the retention

| of messengers on said roll during the availa-

Lility and effect of said bill, In other words,
they were ouly carried from one bill to the
other. But it will be observed that the neces-
sity of inserting a provision in each succeeding
appropriation bill bas been obviated by achange
of the phrascology in the provision of the legis-
lative bill of the 45th Congress, to wit: “ And
herealter messengers on the soldiers’ roll shall
not be removed except for cause reported to and
approved by the House.” Heretolors it read,
“ not subject to removal, except for cause.” The
words “ And heteafter " were expressly inserted
to avoid the necessity of providing specifieally
in every legislative bill on this subject. It will
not do to say that the vsual provision for a
“soldiers’ roll " was omitted in the legislative
bill this year.

The Committes on Appropriations considered
that the soldiers’ roll was amply provided for in
the preceding bill, which is the law on the sub-
Jject until otherwise repealed. The Doorkeeper
well understands the object and purposs of the
House in inserting that clause, “And hercalter
shall not be removed.” It was pot there to
provide for the future as well to guard against
a profitless discussion on every appropriation
bill arising on points of order.

It is true that one Congress cannot enact a
law of this kind that will be binding on a sub-
scquent Congress, but after an act receives the
approval of the President it is then a law until
it is repealed by a subsequent Congress, aud the
provision referred to in reference to the sol-
diers’ roll is a law until otherwise ordained by
Congress.

The Doorkeeper of the House is an executive
officer, and it is his duty to respect and obey
the law. He is not vested with judicial power,
and hence cannot pass upon the legality or con-
stitutionality of the provisious incorporated in
any appropriation bill, nor can he enact or re-
peal a law. The fact that it is alleged that 10
disabled soldiers on the roll are Republicans
;\'ill not justify him setting aside a provision of

aw,

But what are the facts in reference to the
political status of the soldiers' roll? It will
be remewbered jthat the soldicrs’ roll was
organized and inspired by Judge Holman, of
Indiana, snd incorporated in the executive,
legislative and judicial appropriation bill of
the 44th Congress, first session, Prior to that
timue disabled soidiers were employed in differ-
ent capacities about the House under the Door-
keeper, and carried on a special list, and pro-
vided for by special appropriations, and not
until the first session of the 44th Congress was
it designated the “ soldiers' roll.” The politieal
statas of the roll is the same to-day that it
was when organized, with *his difference,
namely, that seven of the present number were
appointed by Democratic Members and seven
by Republican Members, and when organized
five were sppointed by Democrats and nine by
Republicans, The roll maintained this status
until Doorkeeper Polk employed methods of
his own invention to get rid of them during his
brief adwministration im the 45th Congress,
Cratches and empty sloeves soon vanished from
the doors and corridors of the Capitol, and men
whoe could not tell the difference between a
wmonntain howitzer and a sewing-machine were
inducted into places held by the muatilated vet-
erans aud paraded the corridors with the airs
of carpet-baggers and the impudence of desert-
ers.

Eight one-armed and one-legged soldiers were
removed from the roll and eight able-bodied
men assigned to their places, many of whom
were in their swaddling clothes when the men
whose places they were assigned to fill were
languishing in hospitals, wounded aud bleed-
ing. But this fact did not deter Mr. Polk, as
it was in accordsuce with the fitness of things
from his standpoint. The eight soldiers re-
moved were Republicans, and the Republicans,
when they regmined power in the 47th Con-
gress, reinstated the crippled soldiers, who came
hobbling back to their places.

Oune of the first acts of the Republican cau-
cus was 10 pass & resolation effered by that
faithfal soldiers’ friend, Gen, Henderson, of
1llinois, to retain the crippled soldiers on said
roll. After the orgauization of tho 47th Con-
gress, Col, W, P. Browulow removed the eight
able-bodied men and appointed in their places
the crippled soldiers whom Mr. Polk had driven
from the Capitol they gave their limbs to save,
thus restoring the roll to its original status,
what the law contemplated it to be, to wit, a
crippled and disabled Union soldiers’ roll, 14
in number. The werd * Union " was inserted,
so as to make the roll won-partisan, because
there were no politieal soldiers in the war.

The only qualification for place on said roll
was to be a crippled or disabled Union soldier
with an honorable discharge. So far as we are
ahle to ascertain no disabled soldier has been
discharged since the organization of the roll,
until the present time, on aceount of politics,
except by Doorkeeper Polk in the 45th Con-
gress. Doorkeepers Fitzhugh, Patterson, Field,
Winterswith and Donelson, have honored the
soldiers’ roll, and there is no reason why it
should not be honored in the future,

It is not necessary to repeat that Col. Brown-
low honored it, as be bhad on many occasious
complimented thew for a faithiul discharge of
duty, and resisted every pressure and impor-
tunity coming from disappointed outs and
jealous-winded ins, and handed the roll over
to his successor composed of 14 erippled and
disabled soldiers—five of whom came over to
him from a Democratic Congress, and the re-
waining nine were Republicans. Strenuons
efforts had been mude to induce Mr. Brownlow
to make a place on the seldiers’ roll for a Re-
publican soldier who had lost both feet in the
war. Dut in order to do this he would be
obliged to remwove n disabled Democratic sal-
dier, and this he firmiy refused to do, by declar-
ing that he would not discharge one cripple to
make a place for another, Two vacancics have
occurred on said‘roll since the 47th Cougress;
one occasioned by the nesignation of Capt. Henry
Clif during the first scssion of the d8th Congress,
and the other by the death of Gen. Stannard
during the session just closed. DBoth were Re-
publicans and both vacaucies were filled by
the eppuintment of Republican disabled sol-
diers—to wit, Fernando Page, both legs off,
appointed by Doorkeeper James Wintersmith

deceased ), on the recommendation of the
Michigan delegation, and Mr. Wilson, of Ili-
vois, who was recently appointed by Door-
keeper Donelson, ou the recommendation of
tho Lilinois delegation, to fill the vacancy occa-
sioned by the death of Gen, Stannard, of Ver-
mwont., This establishes the non-parti-an fea-
ture of the reil, ss Democratic Doorkecpers
and Democratic delegations bhave appointed
Republican soldiers to fill vacancies oceasioned
by the death or resignation of Republican sol-
diers on said roll, und it also establishes the
fact that as the roll now stands seven have
been appointed by Demoerats and soven by
Repablicans, The roll is composed of men of
every grade in the service, from private to
General, and all bave suffered misfortunes and
disabilities which are cqual in character. They
are men who left polities st home when they
went to the battletield, and stood side by side,
not as Republican or Democratic soldicers, but
as Union soldiers. They never permitied poli-
tics to impair their patriotism, uor to disturb
that harmony and unity of purpose which was
80 essentinl to snccess in war; and thoze who
wore deprived of their usefalness for life iu
defense of their country are entitled to equal
and impartial treatment at the hands of the
Government they gave 80 much to save. There
is & warm and strong bond of sympathy exist.
ing between Union soldiers that politics can-
not sever, and & blow at one is a blow at all,—
